Kdltor Will on, of tbe (ronton Register, 


Give* Hln View* on the Subject of 


Legitimate News. 


In a recent address before the Ohio 


Editorial association, Ed. Wilson, of 
the Ironton Register, gives his idea of 
what constitutes legitimate news. The 
so-called new journalism is dealt a 
heavy blow. 
Mr. Wilson said: 


"The news. There is a wild-eyed 


enterprise that sweeps the mountain, 
plain and putrid fen, gathering eve'iy- 
tihng and winnowing nothing, and 
pouring out all, wheat, cheat -and 
poison vine as news. It is a mess that 
the ordinary mind cannot separate, 
cannot assimilate, but each element 
g'oes into thought, constructs opinion 
and builds character. It is said that 
this is what the people want—all the 
news—and they should have what they 
want. This is a dark heresy in journal- 
ism, and the papers wbioh adopt it, 
aud there are some so-called great, are 
Foes to human progress. True civiliza- 
tion modifies, purifies and nplfits the 
wants of the people. Its end is to 
create a taste for better things. This 
is not promoted by the recital of the 
minutiae of recreant loves, of abhor- 
rent crimes, of vile and • inhuman 
deeds. Perhaps people should not be 
hurt by low and vicious news, but 
they are. 
There are few characters so 


fixed that they are not changed by 
what is often read and told. 
The 


effect of indiscriminate news is seen by 
any careful observer in the insincerity 
of opinion, the dissipation of mental 
energy, 
the 
belittling 
of 
serious 


thought, the taunting of religion, and 
other sad results that afflict all classes 
of society. Ic is an assault on true 
manhood and womanhood. Yet, the 
news must be given, and is given by 
some papers of aalf-respect and consid- 
rate judgment, without leaving a 
mire in the mind for base and prurient 
;bought to revel in. Bub they don't 
push the filth, double-leaded, and sub- 
beaded, three-pica headlined to 
the 


Front where it submerges real, honest 
instructive news. 
They make it take 


a back seat. 
It is not exalted. 
Its 


proportions are contracted as its mean- 
ness expands. 
The horror of the Ft. 


Thomas murder can never be fully 
told, until the effects 
of 
flaunting 


newspaper narratives on the human 
souls that greedily absorbed them, are 
measured in the eternities. 
It is not 


the news, but the emphasis, the signifi- 
cance, the influence given to the vile 
and vicious details that is the guilt of 
journalism. Every murder, 
suicide, 


infidelity, prize-fight or hanging could 
bo crowded into six inches of space, 
and humanity is cheated if it is given 
more. This view may not be in ac-. 
cordance [with the cribbed morals of 
the ninteenth century, but it belongs 
to the essence of truth, as I think."

Train at Dayton.Brought Here; 


Acconntofthe Poor Boj's Wandering With 


Alfred King nod Thomas Moore, In 


Search of Work—Were Going to 


V?=;S. V».—Body Mangled But 


- Features of Face Preserved— 


Dayton News' Account of 


the Accident. 


The body of Obas. Boyd, BOD of Jas 


Boyd, ofv 1183 Offnere street, who raei 
suoh a tragic death at Dayton Thurs- 
day night, was brought home today on 
the C. & O. The funeral will be held 
Sunday afternoon at two o'clock. 


The Dayton News gives the follow- 


ing account of the accident: 


"Shortly before last midnight the 


mangled and lifeless remains of a light 
and early-headed boy was taken off a 
north-bound 0., H. and D. passenger 
train at the Union depot, and from 
that point removed to Wescbrook's un- 
dertaking establishment. The boy was 
struck by a south-bound C., H. and D. 
passenger train, which leaves this oity 
at 6:80 p. m. The accident occurred at 
Catrollton station. 


"The name of the deceased is Charles 


Boyd. 
He is 18 years old, • and until 


last Monday resided with his parents 
at Portsmouth, O. 


"All that is known of the boy's 


wanderings since last Monday and of 
last night's accident, in which his life 
was forfeited, was learned from Alfred 
King and Thomas Moore, his two com- 
panions, who are now being oared for 
at the city lodging house. 


"Alfred King is also 18 years of.age, 


and his home is also at Portsmouth. 
He says that they left home last Mon- 
day and started out in search of work. 
Being oat 
of money, • they traveled 


principally on freight trains or walked. 
From Portsmouth they went to Ironton 
and made an unsuccessful search of the 
town for work. 
Then they crossed the 


river into Russell, Ky., and from there 
went-to Huntmgion, Failing to secure 
work they returned to Russell, and 
from that point went to Coving ton, 
Ky., and thence to Cincinnati, arriving 
at the latter place on Wednesday. 
In 


Cincinnati they again made an effort 
to secure work and again failed. They 
then came north to Hamilton, and 
King says that they went into every 
shop from whioh they saw smoke 
rising, but could not procure employ- 
ment. 
From Hamilton 
they 
oame 


north, and the freight car in whioh 
they were riding 'was side-tracked at 
Oarrolltoh Station. 
King saya that 


Boyd, or "Chick," as he called him, 
left the box oar to hunt for a place to 
sleep, and shortly after leaving said, 
"Come on, boys, here is some straw." 
That was the last remark they heard. 
A moment later the south-bound pas- 
senger came flying along and after it 
had passed King got out of the box oar 
and stumbled on the mangled body of 
his companion. This was the first he 
knew of the accident. 
The body was 


brought to Dayton at a late hour -by 
the authorities, and, as above stated, 
was taken to Westbrock's undertaking 
establishment. Both legs were crushed 
and manlged. 
There were a number 


of scalp wounds, but the features, of 
the face were preserved. 
The faoe was 


that of an exceptionally handsome boy, 
almost girl-like in appearance. 
King, 


who related the story of the accident, 
is an intelligent fellow and answered 
all questions promptly and frankly. 
Be said that they hi^d made up their 
minds to go to West Viriguia if they 
failed to socnre work in Daytou." 


Thomas Moore, who was with the 


Boyd boy when he was killed near 
Dayton, is wanted here. 
Moore had 


the contract to clean up that part of 
the Athletic park that is intended for a 
resort. 
He throw up the job aud left 


town without notifying anyone of his 
intentions. 
He left Mr. Timumnds in 


the lurch and incidentally a number of 
nnpaid bills. 
Somo of hia workmen 


are now trying to garnishes money due 
him in the hands of Mr. Timsnonds.

the scheme was rejected. It is possible 
that the attempt will be renewed when 
the hill ia before the full ways and 
means committee to change the ad 
ralorem features of .this schedule to 
equivalent specific-rates, but the bill as

today, so far as their part of the work 
is concerned. The job is very accept- 
able to the committee, and something 
beautiful and attractive awaits the 
members of the congregation and the 
people at large when the ohurch is 
thrown open for inspection." The style 
is the modern Romanesque. The panels 
of the ceiling alternate one with the 
other as to tint, while the tracery is 
delicate and vine-like, the whole blend- 
ing^ harmoniously. There is an artistic 
avoidance of what might be termed 
prevailing tint, or color, and there is 
no possibility of the beholder carrying 
away the impression that he has been 
m a "red room," or a "green room,'^ 
or a " blue room," as the oase might 
happen to be. The happy blending of 
all tints simply leaves a pleasing sense 
of harmony. The scripture tests over 
the altar and on .the north walls are 
different from the old ones. 


The work was done by William A. 


Lay & Co., fresco decorators of Cincin- 
nati, Mr. Lay himself having immedi- 
ate charge of the work, assisted by his 
son, Willard N. Lay, and Charles Wil- 
liams. 
Mr. .Lay, Sr., is a decorator of 


note, contemporary with the Pedrettas 
and other artists. He haa traveled in 
Europe, and visited all the famous 
cathedrals and drew inspiration from 
them. 


The frescoera made many friends 


during their brief visit, particularly 
the junior Lay, who- has good ^looks 
and a tenor voice, and the young,folks 
generally will know what that moans. 
He is usher at the Walnut Street 
fcheatt-r in Cincinnati, and sings in the 
choir of a Methodist church in Coving- 
ton.
